Mon- 
day from blood poisoning, the result of 
wounds inflicted Oct. 5 in quarrel 
with the conductor of a Seventh street 
car over a transfer. He told his rel- 
atives within the last few days that he 
was struck on the head several times 
with .the conductor’s punch. The mo- 
torman ‘also had a part in the encounter. 

When the police learned of Stroh’s 
death Monday, patrolmen were sent to 
the home of the conductor, Jesse E. Tal- 
bert, 2713 Chippewa street. They were 
tola that Talbert went to Salem, Mo., 
last Thursday to visit his father. A 
telegram was sent to the Sheriff of Dent 
County asking that Talbert be arrested. 
The motorman, Jolin Hulser, was arrest- 
ed at his home, 8304 Pennsylvania av- 
enue, and taken to the Wyoming Street 
Station. | 

Motorman Is Silent. 

Hulser, the motorman, refused to 
make any statement when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday. He 
had told the police that he acted only 
as @ peacemaker, and when this was 
mentioned he reaffirmed it, saying.

That more lives were not lost was be- 
cause the shift was changing when the 
explosion occurred. A quarter of an 
hour later 300 men would have been in 
the shafts. 

Two men, it was found, had been in- 
stantly killed and were so burned and 
torn that they could not be identified. 
six others, sent to the surface, were 
so injured that they died within an 
hour, some at the mouth of the shaft, 
‘some in ambulances on the way to the 
only hospital in Harrisburg, and others 
in the hospital. 

The detonation of the explosion 
warned the town that an accident had 
occurred, and the fears of the wives 
and children of the miners were con- 
firmed when they saw two ambulances 
gallop toward the mine, followed in a 
few minutes by an automobile contain- 
ing physicians and nurses, 

Such pitiful scenes-as accompanied the 
Cherry mine disaster ensued. Women 
and cnildren rushed weeping and crying 
aloud towards the mine, calling upon 
thé names of sons, husbands and fa- 
thers, About the mouth of the sh:.ft 
the mine officials threw a cordon of 
employes, who stretched ropes to keep 
the frantic women hack. Some of them, 
unless restrained, would have leaped 
into the mine. 

As the bodies of the dead and wound- 
ed were brought to the surface a shrill 
wail went up from hundreds of throats, 
for it was impossible to identify any of 
the victims, either because of their in- 
juries or because they were rushed 
without a moment’s delay into ambu- 
lances and automobiles, to be taken to 
the hospital.

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SECOND TIME FR 
SWOPES MURDER 


Faithful Wife Appears in Court 
by Side of the Accused 
Physician.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 23.—Dr. B. 
Clark Hyde was today for a second time 
placed on trial charged with murdering 
Col. Thomas H. Swope by poison. The 
verdict of the first jury which on May 
16, 1910, found Dr. Hyde guilty and fixed 
his punishment at life imprisonment, was 
reversed and the case remanded for re- 
trial by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
April 11, last. ; 

Just before noon attorneys for the 
defense entered an objection to the 
manner in which the venire had been 
drawn and moved that the entire list 
be discarded and new jurymen suin- 
moned. The State did not oppose the 
motion and the Court ordered tne 
jurymen discharged and gave instruc- 
tions that a new venire of 100 mea 
be drawn and summoned to be pres- 
ent in court tomorrow afternoon, 

Technical reasons were advanced by 
the defense to prove that the first 
venire had been drawn illegally. 

Wife By His Side. 

Accompanied by his wife, Dr. Hyde 
arrived at Judge E. E. Porterfield's) 
court shortly before the case was called 
this morning at 9 o’clock. Judge Por- 
terfield is hearing the case on a change 
of venue from Judge Latshaw’s court. 

The defendant is represented by Frank 
P. Walsh, John H. Cleary, R. R. Brew- 
ster, W. T. Johnson and John Hi. Lucas. 
United States Senator James A. Reed 
is acting as special prosecutor, assisting 
Prosecutor Virgil Conkling. Attorney 
John M. Atwood, who was employed by 
the Swope heirs to aid the prosecution 
at the first trial, has not been retained 
in this one. 

The sole charge upon ae Dr.- Hyde 
is being tried is the alleged murder of 
Col. Swope. Collateral issues admitted 
as testimony at the first trial have been 
barred by the order of the Supreme 
Court. The first trial lasted six weeks 
and most of this time was taken up by 
testimony touching on matters that will 
be eliminated this time. 

The first tragedy in the Swope home 
was the death of Moss Hunton, Oct. 1, 
1909. Dr. Hyde was charged with negli- 
gence in bleeding him. Two days later 
Col. Swepe died in convulsions. Testi- 
mony was that Dr. Hyde a few minutes 
previously had given him a capsule al- 
leged by the State to have contained 
cyanide of potassium and strychnine. 

Secret Autopsie Mad. 

An epidemic of typhoid fever then 
started in the Swope home and on Dec. 
6, Chrisman Swope died under conditions 
similar to those which attended the 
death of Col... Swope. The physician 
was accused of spreading typhoid germs 
at the house. Secret autopsies were held 
on the bodies of the two Swopes in 
January and toxicologists said that they 
had found poison. The State alleged 
Dr. Hyde’s motive Was to add to his 
wife’s share of the estate of Col. Swope, 
amounting to $10,000,000, which grew 
larger every time an heir died. The in- 
ability of Dr. Hyde to explain his pur- 
chases of cyanide, which has no rec- 
ognized medicinal use was chiefly re- 
sponsible for his first conviction.

That Association Is in Re- 
straint of Trade. 


CROW SPEAKS IN MORNING 


History Cited to Show Organiza- 
tion Violates Sherman Anti- 
»Trust Law. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ot the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—E. C. Crow, 
representing the Government, today re- 
sumed his argument in the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of the Unit- 
ed States against the Terminal Railroad 
Association of St. Louis. He gave a 
detailed history of the formation of the 
monopoly that followed the organization 
of the Terminal Association by Jay 

Gould. 

Justice Lurton asked Crow a number 
of questions to bring out information 
concerning the bridges over the Mis- 
sissippi River at St. Louis. He wanted 
to Know how many bridges there are. 
He asked Crow'if he had a map show- 
ing the situation. Crow answered that 
the record contained a map, but he could 
not say which volume it was in. Chief 
Justice White suggested that. a suspend- 
ea map ,would help the argument. In 
the meantime the clerk brought the rec- 
ord map and it was passed among the 
judges. 

Censolidation Story Reviewed. 

Crow told the court that the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Bridge was gobbled up by 
the Terminal Association. He reviewed 
the story of the consolidation of all 
the transfer companies and the fight of 
George Gould to obtain control of the 
Wiggins company to keep the Rock Is- 
land road was described. Crow said 
it Was one of the greatest financial 
wars in the history of St. Louis. 

This, he said, was followed by a con- 
solidation of the forces warring over 
the Terminal properties. The railroads 
not in the combination had one of two 
courses left to them—they had to join 
the combination or. provide independent 
crossingsy The result was, all — the 
association. 

Crow argued that trade ied been re- 
Strained to an unreasonable degree by 
the Terminal Association and the six 
defendant railroads and that the Sher- 
man law had been violated. ‘‘There has 
been exclusion, not only restraint,’ said 
Crow. 

All the contracts ‘from 1889, when Jay 
Gould induced the six railroads té go 
into the: Terminal Association, were 
cited to prove this charge, 

“The purpose of the agreement of 1889 
was to contro] the commerce between 
Missouri and Illinois, over the Missis- 
tippi River at St. Louis,’ said the at- 
torney. ‘“‘This purpose has beeh car- 
ried out from that day to the present. 
There is both restraint and a monop- 
oly.” 


Justice Asks Questions. 
Justice Lamar asked Crow how the 


rates of the Terminal Association of to- 
day compared with those of 1883. The 
answer ‘was tha@ after this suit was 
filed, a partial reduction was made, but 
no general reduction.

Santalucia revived when carried into 
the open air, but soon became uncon- 
scious and remained in that condition 
after arriving at the city hospital. Phy- 
sicians there believe he will recover. 
William Zeve, a rival grocer at 920 
stigh street, noticed that Santalucia had 
not opened his store and went to awak- 
cn him. There was no answer to Tre- 
peated knocks on the door. | 
Santalucia Unconscious, 
zeve notified the police and with Pa- 
trolman Hunt broke open the door. Gas 
fumes pouring out of the room caused 
Hunt and Zeve to retreat. When it was 
safe to enter they found Santalucia 
unconscious in his bed.
